T he board of directors of the 


pnblic schools of Sedalia have sub­ 


m itted a proposition to the voters 


of the school district to authorize 
the issue of 4 per cent twenty-year 


bonds in the sum of forty thousand 
dollars for the erection and furnish­ 
ing of a 'D ew school building on 
the Broadw ay square, to be de­ 
termined at the special election on 
Tuesday, the 9th inst. 
T his statement and explanation 
of 
this 
step 
it 
is 
thought 
proper by 
the board 
to make 
in 
order 
that 
the 
people 
of 
Sedalia may know the facts per­ 
taining to the 
matter, and that 
having such 
correct 
knowledge 
each voter may act intelligently, 
on his individual judgment. 
The Broadway school building 
has 
been condemned and aban­ 
doned. 
It was noticed that both 
the outside and inside walls of the 
building had bulged and were out 
of plumb, and that they were bad 
iy cracked and the bond of the 
brick broken in many places. 
Under these circumstances M r. 
W . E . 
M atthews, 
a competent 
architect of St. Louis, was em­ 
ployed to examine the building 
and make a professional report 
upon 
its condition. 
He has in­ 
form ed the board that the building 
is absolutely dangerous and unsafe 
and liable to fall at any time, anc 
that ow ing to the condition of the 
building and its defective construe 
tion, the worthlessness of the soft 
brick of which it is built and of the 
disintegrated foundation, it is im­ 
possible to make the building safe 
for occupancy. 
O n account of this advice the 
board ordered the building aban 
doned, except four rooms in the 
w in g, for fear that the jar causee 
by the constant movement of the 
inmates on the three floors migh 
cause one or more of the w alls to 
fall and result in the terrible catas 
trophe 
of killing and maiming 
numbers of the little children com 
pelled to occupy it. 
It is impossible to provide for 
the housing and instruction of the 
children who have been taught a 
the 
Broadw ay building withou 
constructing a new school house to 
take its place. 
The children are 
now in temporary quarters, in the 
business part of the city in brick 
store buildings without the neces 
sary conveniences, and at a grea 
expense 
for rent and incidenta 
m atters. 
T he board regrets this necessity 
It has been gradually reducing from 
the sinking fund, which has been 
sacredly preserved and used for 
that purpose alone, the bonded in 
debtedness of the district. 
T h e bonded debt of the distric 
is not excessive, and the ínteres 
on the proposed bonds w ill not be 
more than the rent and incidenta 
expenses of 
providing temporary 
quarters, which are w holly inade 
quate. 
For these reasons the 
school 
board respectfully request that the 
citiscens of Sedalia interest them­ 
selves in this proposition, and hope 
that voters w ill see fit and proper 
at the com ing special election to 
authorize by their votes the pro­ 
posed issue of bonds. ^

The outer door is provided with 
the last improvement in bolt locks. 
The door is locked automatically 
and three clocks are used to time 
the release of tbe bolts which lock 
the vault— the three clocks being 
used not as a matter of necessity, 
but as a matter of precaution. 
If 
one of the clocks fails to perform 
its duty at the appointed hour, one 
of the other clocks, or both of 
them, will perform that function. 
Inside the vault is a burglar- 
proof and fire-proof safe, which 
contains the wor king capital of 
the ,bank, and if a burglar were 
given free access to the inside of 
tbe vault he would find the safe an 
extraordinarily hard proposition to 
tackle. 
The. vault itself, however, is a 
perfect Gibraltar against the attack 
of burglars, and when the fire 
brick casing and asbestos covering 
is placed over the vault it will also 
be absolutely fireproof. 
The in­ 
terior of the vault is yet to be fur­ 
nished with a thick coat of white 
enamel, when it will be complete 
in its entirety. 
Above the vault is to be con­ 
structed a fireproof storage vault 
for the reception of records, valu­ 
able papers and books. 
When it 
is completed the Citizens’ National 
bank will have 
three 
separate 
vaults, with a capacity sufficient 
to meet the demands of their daily 
increasing banking business.
